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Telephone Caller Name Display System 



Claim 

A telephone caller name display system characterized by its 
converting caller telephone number data sent using ISDN line D- 
channel signals to telephone caller names with a TV screen 
display device composed of a D-channel signal control means, a 
telephone caller name recording means, and a superimposing 
generating means, and then displaying these names by superimpos- 
ing them on a television screen. 

Detailed Description of the Invention 
Areas of application in industry 

This invention involves a telephone caller name display 
system that displays a telephone caller's name on a television 
screen and informs the receiver that there is a telephone call. 
Prior art 

Previously, with ISDN telephone, only the caller's telephone 
number has been displayed on the telephone display. 
Problems to be solved with the invention 

These devices, however, are inconvenient in that, after the 
telephone rings, one must go to where the telephone is located

D-channel control device 7 controls caller telephone number data 
sent using ISDN cable D-channel signals. Its function is to 
input these data to telephone caller name memory 8 and send 
telephone caller name data to superimposing generator 9. Tele- 
phone caller name memory 8 is the part that converts caller 
telephone number data to telephone caller names; The correspon- 
dences between telephone numbers and caller names are input in 
advance from registration console 10. The function of superim- 
posing generator 9 is to superimpose the converted telephone 
caller names to a TV set. Figure 3 shows superimposed image 11 
displayed on TV set 4. 
Effects of the invention 

With this invention, as described above, by superimposing a 
telephone caller name on a TV set, not only is the equipment made 
more convenient, but it can play a role in the growth of ISDN 
lines. 

Brief Description of the Figures
